Weed Inspector Says 


Farmers Doing Well 


Assistant Chief Weed Inspector 
Grant spent a couple of days this 
week in the Gleichen district with 
Inspector N. N. Hayes, and when 
seen by a reporter, Tuesday evening, 
said he thought Mr. Hayes had 
used excellent judgment in his work 
and that he was pleased to learn 
that so far it was not found necess- 
ary to lay a single complaint. The 
farmers took very kindly all the 
advice given them and appeared to 
be doing their best to eradicate the 
weeds. He said he would like to 
impress upon all that it was not 
the desire of the government to 
place burdens upon those afflicted 
with weeds more than they could 
bear, but to see that all were doing 
their best and advise them regard- 
ing noxious weeds. ‘There were 
many farmers in the country who 
really did not know the majority of 
the weeds, and once the inspectors 
pointed them out these farmers 
were usually thankful for the in- 
formation. 

Speaking of the different weeds 
Mr. Grant said he was of the 
opinion that the Canadian thistle 
Was even a greater enemy of the 
farmer than the much-talked-of 
etinck weed, as it seemed to spead 
much more rvpidly here. He ex- 
plained that the winds carried the 
thistle sceds for miles, and said he 
was more surprised to see the num- 
ber of thistles along the irrigation 
canal, In some parts along the 
canal and the Jaterals there 
more thistles than he had ever seen 
anywhere on a similar tract of land, 
He said that while the inspectors 
would be obliged to draw the atten- 
tion of the company to the con- 
ditions and ask for the removal of 


all weeds, he would point out to 
the farmers that these weeds were 


brought down the ditehes from the 
farms above, and he sincerely hoped 
that every farmer would see the 
great advantage it would be to each 
individually to keep free of all 
weeds. It was the aim of the gov- 
ernment to take up the weed ques- 
tion while the country was. still 
young, and enforce the laws with 
all reason and avoid the great hard- 
ships the farmers were now con- 
tending with in the eastern pro-

States is worth $20 in cash, when the 
value js estimated on the value of the 
good that this bird docs to trees, says 
the Manchester Union, Other birds 
are worth sums proportionate to the 
good that they d The nuthatch 
creeper and chickadee are worth from 
$6 to $15, varying with the locality and 
the condition of trees and crops. The 
downy woodpecker {fs also the relent- 
less enemy of the codling moth, an 
insect that damages our apple crops 
to an extent of $12,000,000. 

In the war letween the insects and 
the trees millions of dollars are being 
spent each year by tree owners who 
know that insects have increased so 
rapidly of late years that their trees 
must be protected, The locust and 
maple trees are preyed upon by the 
bag insects; elms are sprayed in order 
to kill the elm beetles, while “borers 
are slaughtering th») hickories.

these have no mental disease, but are 
controlled by outside influence. 


The Pastor urged all to accept the | 


testimony of God’s Word—that death 
is the penalty for sin; that the death 
of Jesus is the Redemption-price from 
the curse of death, and that the re- 
surrection of the dead, the raising up 
again to perfection of life, is the 
salvation of the Bible. Not only 
would this help us to come nearer to 
God, through a better understanding 
of the Bible, but it would help to 
free us from the various snares of the 
Adversary. 

Furthermore, he found in the Bible 
intimations that in the very near fu- 
ture these evil spirits would be per- 
mitted to break over their restraints, 
and that all not properly fortified by 
the truth on the subject would be 
liable to be specially ensnared by 
Satan's lie. He would not prophesy 
what this trouble would be, nor just 
how it would come, but he did fore- 
warn his hearers. He urged all to 
come out from the influence of Satan 
and his slanders of the Almighty 
and his misrepresentations of facts, 
and to enlist under the banner of 
Jesus as servants of truth and righte- 
ousness, 

Jesus declared Satan to be the 
Father of lies. This corroborates the 
thought that never until Satan start- 
ed the course of sin was there any 
need for lies. All of God’s dealing 
with the angels and their dealings 
with each other have been along the 
lines of simplicity, truth, purity, holi- 
ness. The first use for a lie was when 
Satan determined to exalt himself as 
the god of earth. It was to alienate 
our first parents from the Almighty 
that Satan lied to them, assuring 
them that disobedience to God would 
not bring the death penalty that God 
had declared. Ever since then, sin, 
abounding, has given temptation to 
misrepresentations, bearing false wit- 
ness, etc, 

Selfishness was the foundation for 
the first lie. And selfishness con- 
tinues to invite falsehood, even 
amongst those who see clearly how 
despicable falsehood ik. And each 
falsehood seems to call for another to 
help justify it, and to cover up the 
selfishness which prompted it. No 
wonder the Apostle urges those who 
become Christians to put away lying, 
saying, ‘Lie not one to another.” As 
Satan stands as the Father of lies, so 
God, on the contrary, stands as the 
Father of Truth, 

Our Lord not only said that Satan 
ig the Father of lies, but intimated 
that the lying spirit is of Satan, say- 
ing to soma of those who opposed the 
Truth, Ye are of your father, the 
Devil, if his works ye do. ‘‘He was 
a murderer from the beginning and 
abods not in the Truth.” (John 8:44.) 
On the contrary, God, the Father of 
Lights and the Father of the Truth, 
is the personification of Light, Truth, 
even as Satan pergonifies darkness, 
error, falsehood. 

The conflict between light and dark- 
ness, truth and error, has progressed 
for more than six thousand years. 
God’s Word is always the Truth, 
Jesus prayed, ‘“Sanctify them through 
Thy Truth; Thy Word is Truth.” 
Satan’s falsehoods are always injuri- 
ous; hence the promise is that when 
Jesus, the Prince of Light, shall take 
His great power and reign, He will 


bind Satan, the Prince of Darkness, | 


that he may deceive the nations no

“~ VAPORIZED METALS, 


An Invention That May Give Us Gold 
or Silver Flecked Garments, 

Delicate laces in silver or bronze or 
gold for the trimmings of a gown, 
gorgeous paintings In the rich colors of 
polished metals, brass conted balloons 
und scores of other strange articles 
fire made possible by a Nitle device 
that sprays hot metal purticles so that 
they will stick on a fabric and yet will 
not burn it. For many years attempts 
have been made with more or less suc- 
cess to spray metal successfully, and a 
Swiss engineer seeins to bave discover. 
ed the secret. 

His metal spray machine ts used 
much as fs an ordinary atomizer or al- 
most exactly as an artist uses an air 
brush, and it is about the size of an 
atomizer. The wire or strip of the met- 
al, such as gold, that is to be used is 
placed in the device, and gus, fed by a 
flexible pipe from a tank, hents the end 
of the wire or strip of metal to a white 
heat. Another flexible pipe from a 
tank of eompressed air supplies power 
for blowing tiny particles of the white 
hot metal on the material to be conted 

It has been found that the metal par- 
ticles grip well on the fabric they bit 
and almost seem to weld together, yet 
they do not set it afire, and contings 
have been successfully applied to wood, 
paper, lace, cloth, celluloid and even 
explosives as well as to other metals. 
It is possible to apply a very thin cont- 
ing by means of this machine. 

So striking are the effects that spray- 
ed metals make possible for gowns that 
the first use of the new device Is likely 
to come in dress goods nnd trimmings, 
but many uses of more commercial im. 
portance have been suggested. The in- 
ventor has coated radiators with brass, 
lined cans with tin, copper coated mot- 
al for ships’ bottoms, covered moving 
picture screens with aluminium and en- 
bles with zinc.=Saturdny Evening Post 


SKY SOUNDING BALLOONS. 


Rise Till They Burst, Then Parachute 
Down With Their Records. 

The limit to which manned balloons 
can ascend {is about 80,000 fect, but a 
sounding balloon lately sent up in Italy 
at the University of Pavin reached a 
height of 121,000 fect or nearly twenty 
three miles. 

At regular intervals, simultaneously 
in all the Inrge countries, the wenther 
observers make tests of the upper nly 
by means of sounding balloons, These 
halloons are usually about six feet in 
diameter and are filled with free hy- 
drogen gas. ‘They carry an instrument 
called a meteorograph, Which registers 
and records the altitude, temperature, 
humidity and wind velocity, S!nce the 
balloons rise with great speed and al- 
most fp a vertical line the ascents re- 
semble somewhat the descent of a lend 
Nne from a ship in the ocean, and this 
resemblance accounts for the name 
“sounding balloon.” Eventually the 
balloon reaches a height above which 
it cannot go, If the gas bng fs of silk 
{t collapses. If it is of india rubber it 
explodes, In either case a parachute 
descends, bringing the recording ap- 
paratus witb ft. 

The greatest height attained by one 
of the balloons In the United States 
was at Huron, 8. D., on Sept. 1, 1910. 
That ascent was 30,400 meters or a lit- 
tle less than nineteen miles. 

Wherever the sounding balloons have 
have been used, whether near the 
equator or in northern Iatitudes, the 
records have shown that after six 
miles above the earth the temperature 
no longer drops rapidly as the instru. | 
ment ascends, but at times becomes 
stationary. 

The lowest temperature durtog tho 
recent remarkable flight was 70 4-10 
F, at a point 
and one-half miles high.— 
Youth's Companion,

Make Blg Money 

The statement made recently to the 
effect that although head waiters 
sometimes pay proprietors of notels 
and restaurants as much as $60 a 
Week for their positions, they are 
able to live in style, have house pro- 
perty, motor cars and servants is no 
exaggeration. Many waiters’ posit- 
ions, thanks to the generosity of the 
public in the matter of tips, are most 
lucrative, At large establishments 
it is no common thing for the tips to 
average as much as $160 a day, This 
is pooled, the manager and the head 
waiter taking tie lion’s share, the re- 
mainder being divided among the 
cooks, chefs, and ordinary waiters of 
the establishment. 

At one hotel the head waiter re- 
celves on an average about $100 a} 


week from the pool, while $25 to $60! 


sharo of the tips iu smaller establish- 
ments, 

Two years ago there was a great 
demonstration in Hyde Park against 
the pooling system, a demand being | 
made for the abolition of tips and an/ 
adequate wage. It \ as then deciar- 
ed that a head waiter at one large 
West end hotel, who had a salary of 
$40 a week, took in addition about 
$86 a week from the box in which the} 
tips were placed. The ordinary walt-| 
ers, however, who were pald $2,560 a) 
week only received another $2.60 as\ 
their share of the tips. 

In some hotels and restaurants the} 
rule {s for the head waiter to take| 
two shares to every one of the ordin-} 
ary waiters from the pool, and this} 
accounts for the disproportion of the 
share-out, It is estimated that in the! 
busiest time a walter’s share of the 
tips in a good class hotel would 
amount-to about $15 per week, out of} 
which he:has to pay the proprietor 
certain commission for the job, recely- | 
ing of course, no wages, | 

In New York hotel tipping has| 
reached an extraordinary scale. | 
short time ‘ago an action was taken} 
against a certain hotel by a man who;

New Trial Being Ordered 


The appeal in in the Collard-Arm- 
strong breach of promise case was 
formally dismissed by the supreme 
court with Mr. Justice Walsh dis- 
senting. Reasons were given by 
the several judges who heard the 
appeal, and there was considerable 
doubt as to the amount of damages 
which are now allowed to the in- 
jured woman, Anna Collard, who 
is now Mrs. Henley-Lewis. 

Mr. Justice Walsh, who dissent- 
ed, stated in his judgment that the 
fact that the plaintiff’s counsel had 
waived claim to $14,000 of the 
damages did not alter the decision 
of the jury in the trial and he held 
that there should be a reference to 
another jury on the matter of dum- 
ages without reference on any other 
point in connection with the case. 
Such a proceedure is quite common 
in such cases, a new jury being 
called, not to try the whole case 
again, but to decide the amount of 
damages. Judge Walsh held the 
damages were out of all proportion. 

The other three judges did not 
deem so, and yet, unlike Judge 
Walsh, they were of the opinion 
that the sum of $6,000, as consent- 
ed-to by the plaintiff, was all that 
was allowed. Judge Beck quoted 
some interesting decisions on this 
point, to the effect that the appeal 
court could not change the amount 
of damages without ordering a new 
trial unless an arrangement was 
made before the appeal was heard. 
On the advice of the court, G. H. 
Ross, for the plaintiff, had made a 
statement that he would accept less 
before the appeal went on. Judge 
Walsh was of the opinion that it 
stood otherwise, as the defendan 
had not consented to the decision. 

There were three grounds of 
appeal: the first was the admission 
of character evidence. It was held 
that this was out of the general] 
kind that was inadmissible. The 
second was that of miedirection on 
the part of Mr. Justice Simmonds 
in the address to the jury. That 
the seduction in the case was not 
an aggravation of the complaint 
was held to be rather in the interest 
of the defendant, and therefore 
could not be regarded as a ground 
for appeal. 

The excessive nature of the dam- 
ages was not agreed in by the three 
Judges as against Judge Walsh. 
Chief Justice Harvey pointed to the 
fact that Armstrong said he had a 
bank credit of $26,000, and a man 
who had that was a man _ who 
should not have fear of « sum like 
$20,000. The general principle in 
law was that a woman who had 
been deserted in a promise of mar- 
riage had a reasonable claim to a 
part of the man’s wealth both for 
her maintenance in a position like 
his wife would enjoy, and for her 
son in such a case as the present. 

An appeal to Ottawa is likely in 
this cage as Armstrong, it is stated, 
is far from: contented with the way 
in which things have gone.
